Washington. April 8. — Wu Ting 
Fang, the Chinese minister, was an 

early caller at the state department 
to seek Information as to the report, 
based on advices to the state depart- 
ment, that there had been an interrup- 
tion of diplomatic Intercourse between 
Russia and China. Mr. Wu liad njt 
be«n advised of any such development 
and the Information before the state 
department was so contradictory that 
it did not permit any clear explanation 
of the real state of affairs. 

Some doubt arises from the fact 
than Mr. Rockhlll's latest dispatch 
does not mentlop any such disarrange- 
ments, and the olRcials feel bound to 
accept this as a pn tty strong evidence 
that prior intimaiions of (liHconl have 
not taken actual foiiii. Vet tlif di.s- 
patch received from Mr. Squires, the 
Americfn charse d'affaires in the ab- 
sence of Minister Conger, appear to 
^ave been Quite explicit that the dilll- 
culty already tuul made itself mani- 
fest, it is thought possible at the 
State d«P<^rtment that the circum- 
stances to which Mr. Squires refers 
occurred prior to the receipt In Pe- 
liinK <if til ' last n\isslan note and (hat 
the trouble may have been adjusted 
sabsequently. 

The state department maintains an 
attitude of doubt and expectancy, and 
Is not yet prepared to admit that there 
has been an interruption of inter- 
course between the two countries, ei- 
ther limited or complete. Aside from 
the telegraphic advices, there are 
some attending circumstances which 
Indicate that at least some strain it 
partial Interruption of interconrsi' Ikis 
occurred. The fact developed In Wash- 
ington about a week ago that Russia 
had delivered to China what amount- 
ed to an ultimatum on the signing of 
the Manchurian agreement. This fol- 
lowed the usual course of ultimatums 
and fixed a definite limit of days with- 
in which China could act It also con- 
veyed the clear intimation that unfa- 
vorable action by China would lead 
to a severance of diplomatic relations 
between the two countries. The limit 
of time fixed is believed to have been 
one week and to have expired last 
Wednesday. China did not sign within 
the time limit, and the next day Rus- 
sia addressed her note to the powers 
Which baa been accepted as removing 
the pressure over the Manchurian 
agreement. This at first seemed to l)e 
' a waiver of her prior intimation uf an 
interruption of diplomatic Intercourse, 
and yet there was no such explicit 
WttiTer, and the latest advices from 
Peking reporting that an interruption 
has now actually occ urred seem to be 
directly in line with the threat pre- 
viously conveyed. 

In case there proves to be an inter- 
ruption of the relations between Rus- 
sia and China, it is not expected to 
disarrange the neiidtiationri l>etween 
the powerj and China or between Rus- 
sia and the powers. It probably would 
be confined to a termination of the 
closeentente long mafntained between 
Russia and China 

A brief dispatch was received from 
General Chaffee, but beyond the rec- 
ord of a casualty to a private soldier 
its contents are withheld from the 
public. It Is believed that the unpub- 
lished portion of the dispatch refers 
to the declination of tlie oiher foreign 
military commanders to reduce the 
number of fortified posts and the 
strength of the garrisons between Po- 
king and the sea to the proportions 
, suggested by General Chaffee under 
direction of this government.

Mongollaas Attempt to Overthrow 

The Dyuastyi 
Peking April 8. — Rumors current 
during the past few days of the out- 
break of a rebellion beaded by Gener- 
al Tung Foh Bian. thb former com- 
mander of tba northern army in the 
provinces of Mongolia and Shensi, 
have been absolutely authenticated. 

UnofBcial Chinamen of Intelligence 
regard the rising as most unfortunate 
at this time to the interests of China 
and as passlbly meaning use of for 
eign troops to protect the court itself. 

Li Hung Chang and Prince Ching 
have received information on the sub- 
ject, which, though indefinite, still 
proves that the court Is' seriously 
alarmed over the situation. 

General Ku Siau was, according to 
last accounts, about 160 miles from 
the court with 11.000 regular troops, 
all supposed to be devoted to himself. 
The csyrt has ilMui thejt|fl|e jmmber 



of soldiers at Bian Fn. but it is prob- 
able that the troops of Tung Fu Stan 

are better drilled and better armed. 

It is believed that the Mongolian re- 
bellion was brought about through 
agents of Prince Tuan and General 
Tung Fu Bian. U Hung Chang thinks 
there are about HOOO regular troops 
in MonLTolia, and inclines to the belief 
that they have not joined In the rebel- 
lion. He does not think there is any 
danger to the court, and thinks the 
object of Prince Tuan, who was report- 
ed at Ning Hsu with 10.000 men pre- 
pared to resist arrest, and General 
Tiing Fu Slan is to create a diversion 
of Interest In order to force uncondi- 
tional protet^nan to themselves. 

The mlnlstei-.s of the powers do not 

Jlink that, provided foreign Interests 
lo not suffer, any interference is like- 
ly. If the dynasty should be over- 
thrown it would, to a certain extent. 

delay the peace negotiations; but they 
consider that a rer;ime not bound by 
traditions lilie those of the present 
court would probably be much easier 
to deal with eventually, as the cere- 
monial would be much curtailed. 

Prince Chlng. who, as a relative, 
may be considered to take the court 
view of the situation, thinks the rel)el- 
lion 1b a storm in a teacup. He says 
the present court is loved and es- 
teemed by nine-tenths of the popula- 
tion of China and that the same pro- 
portion of able-bodied men in China 
would rise to protect the existing dy- 
nasty. The empress dowager, as the 
adviser of the emperor, hold a place In 
the affe( tions of the people not dream- 
ed of and not undei stood by foreign- 
ers. Her slightest wish is the emper- 
or's law, though be Is by no means the 
figurehead the foreign powers fre- 
quently suppose. The emperor recog- 
nizes her ability, invaluable aid and 
wise advice. 

Gratrfylnj to Japan. 
Ycikohama. April 8. — The news of 
Russia'sdecision not to press the .Man- 
churian agreement was received here 
with a feeling of relief. In anticipa- 
tion of complications that might ensue 
had Russia reached another conclusion 
the government bad resolved to iiost- 
pone a number of important state un- 
dertakings, involving large expendi- 
tures of money. 



AS At.txNS ABROAD. 

Plot to Take I'riMtdi iit h<>iil)et's Life 
lipp<irt<-<l to Aiil hoi'll ieH. 

Paris. April H. — French detectives 
were privately informed of a projected 
attempt to assassinate President Lou- 
bet during his coming trip. 

Extraordinary precautions have 
been taken everywhere, and the usual 
police protection has been doubled. 
Outsiders have been excluded from 
the railroad stations, and 10.000 sol- 
diers have been detailed to preserve 
order during the French president s 
stay at Nice, where strict orders have 
been issued to rigorously suppress the 
slightest hostile demftnstration. 

President l.ouliet is im lined to laugh 
at the fears that an attempt will be 
nuule on his life.

Filipinos to Serve on \Vss<'ls Used 
£xclu&ivi'l.v In the Itilands. 



CLIMATE DEBILITATES WNITB MEN. 



Trained Men Can KitBlly De Obtained 
As Kilipino Youitas Have Been 

Drilled in n Knut'i-nt School. 
Vortlguers InXaval Service. 



Washington, April 8. — Instructions 
have been cabled by Secretary I.ong 
to Rear Admiral R( niev, commanding 
the Asiatic station, authorizing him to 
enlist 600 natives of the Philippines 
for service on board the former Span- 
ish gunboats and other small vessels 
which are to bo maintained exclusive- 
ly in the Philippines. These men will 
form the nucleus of an Important ser- 
vice composed wholly of enlisted men. 
Rear Admiral Crowninshield. chief of 
the l)ureauof navigation, believes that, 
besides resultin^i in efilcient service, 
the employment of natives will spread 
respect for the American flag and cre- 
ate a strong feeling of loyalty. 

Reports recf jvMl f-.omRear Admiral 
R( niey hav.' shown that .\mericans, 
especially those servins in the tiie 
rooms, become quickly debilitated, and 
it is necessary to send them to the 
United States or to Japan to recuper- 
ate. It is believed that the health of 
Filii'in is will not suffer. Ijecause tli >y 
are acclimated, and if they do become 
ill it will be an easv matter for them 
to recover in the Philippines. 

No difficulty will be experleneed tn 
obtaining trained nun. During the fall 
of 18;^»lt Lieutenant J. V. Coltman, now 
In charge of the enlisted men's brant h 
of the bureau of navigation, opened 
the "Bscuela nautical." or nautical 
school, to train Filipino youths to car- 
ry on their interior commerce. Good 
results have been obtained therefrom. 

There Is no law specifically author- 
izing the enlistment of Filipinos, but 
It is pointed out that whether the su- 
preme court adjudges the natives for- 
eigners or citizens. It will make no dif- 
ference In this case, as almost one- 
fifth of the enlisted men of the navy 
are of foreign nationalltv. 



Loubet at Nice. 

Nice, April 8. — President Loubet's 
arrival here was signalized by a salute 
of 100 guns anu by the hearty plaudits 
of great crowds of enthusiastic sight- 
seers. He drove to the prefecture in 
an open landau drawn by six horses 
and escorted by gendarmes and cui- 
rassiers. The streets were lined with 
troops and dotted with triumphal arch- 
es. The buildings were festooned with 
flowers, decorated with flags and 
crowded with people, who greeted the 
president with alternate shouts of 
"Vive Loubet!" and "Vive la Repub- 
lique!" The olBcial receptions at the 
prefecture were numerously attended. 

Boers Won't Quit. 
London, April 8. — The Pretoria cor- 
respondent of The Morning Post, who 
warns his countrymen against hoping 
for an early termination of hostilities 
or believing the stories that the Boers 
are tired of war. says: "It becomes 
I dally more evident that the Boers In- 
tend to fight to a flnish. Many are 
surrendering, but they are men of no 
standing. The real fighting men are 
still on commando, and although the 
recently successful British operaUons 
tend to bring the end nearer, it is evi- 
dent that the Boers must>1>e eomplete- 
iy ernshed before » general sorrander 

is probable." 

Russian Students Arrested. 

St. Peter>.liiug, .\prll 8.— The police 
at Kharkoft arrested 21 students for 
rioting at the railroad station on the 
occasion of the departure of other stu- 
dents who were expelled for being 
connected with previous ilisturbances 
at Kharkolf. Several students were 
arrested in St. Petersburg while leav- 
ing a theater, where they manifested 
partlovlar approval of certain pas- 
sages of a drama which seemed to re- 
fer to existing political conditions.

Columbus, O., April 8. — Mrs. Jane 
Becker, 66. drowned herself in the cis-

The Two Kice Wills. 
New York. April . — The two wills 
signed William Marsh Rice were on 
the calendar before Surrogate Fitz- 
gerald foi the setting of dates for the 
trials in the contests. Counsel for Al- 
bert T. Patrick, the Rice heirs, the 
Rice Institute in Texas, and for the 
temporary administrator of the estate 
were in court Ceunsel for Patrick 
and the Rice heirs asked for an ad- 
journment until June. Counsel for 
the temporary administrator askod 
that the case be put on at once for 
trial. Surrogate Fitzgerald adjourned 
the hearing i:ntU next Monday, or un- 
til the f lose of the proceedings against 
Patrick before Justice Jerome on the 
murder charge. 

Scorpion i-tas Sailed. 
Washington, April 8.— The navy de 
partm'ent received a cablegram from 
Commander Sarir. nt of the Scorpion 
announcing the denartur(> of that ves- 
sel from I,a Ouayra for San Juan. Al- 
though no mention was made in the 
dispatch of Minister Loomie, it is un- 
derstood that he Is aboard the Scor 
plon and will he transferred ai Siui 
Juan to a merchant steamer for con 
veyance to the United States. The 
minister v. ill arrive at San Juan Wed 
nesday evening or Thursday morn mi :; 
and if he meets a steamer t. % < 
should be in New York April 18. 

Not Speedy Enough. 

Washington. April 8. — Secretary 
Long was infoinied that the torped. 
boat Perry built by the Union iron 
works of San Francisco failed to meet 
contract speed requirements on her 
recent official tral. Under the con- 
tract the vessel was recjuirecMo devel 
op a speed of 2S> knots an hour, but the 
best she could do on her trial run was 
28.2 knots per hour. The action of the 
department has not yet been deter- 
mined, but the vessel will probably be 
accepted subject to a slight deduction 
from the contract price. 

Carter Wants Out. 

Washington, April 8.— Attorneys for 
Captain Oherlin M. Carter, now serv- 
ing a sentence in the Leavenworth. 
Kan., penitentiary for defrauding th.' 
government have filed an applica- 
tion in the supreme court for the 
release of their client on bail pending 
a hearing l)efor<' that court on his ap- 
peal from the judgment of the lower 
court refusing him a writ of habeas 
corpus. The application will be con- 
tested by Solicitor General Richards 
Olf the department of justice. 

Washington. April 8.— The president 
appointed Jolin \V. Cable to be naval 
otflcer of customs in the district of 
Baltimore, Md.: Henry S. Matthewson 
to be passed assistant surgeon in the 
marine hospital service, and several 
minor apBointrnwats tor the navy.

New York. April 8. Neither em- 
ployers nor employes tiave niaae de- 
cisive movements tn the wage dispute 
that may terminate with a strike on 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey, 
It is e.\pected the men will confer 
within 24 hours and by vote agree 
upon plan of action. 

It is difllcult to take the measure 
•f the sentiment of the moving army 
of jmen that a railway system emplays, 
but as far as it can be sounded on the 
Central, the men seemed movi d by a 
spirit of conservatism and to be in- 
clined to refrain from strikin:: until 
every resource of conference and arbi- 
tration has been exhansed. 

The withdrawal from tlie city of the 
chiefs of the brotherhoods of railway 
men after an unsuccessful attempt to 
secure a conference with the ofllcials 
of the railroad restores the dispute di- 
rectly between the company and men. 

Train Derailed. 

Kansas City. April 8.— By the deraM-

crew were Injured, one fatally. Wil- 
liam I'rini", brakeman, sustained a 
broken skull, and will die.

If it wero divided 
into five eqnal States each State would 
be nearly ;n lar^j-e ax New Kii^land or as 
large as tbe Statea of New York and Con- 
necticut combined. From these fli^res 
it is apparent that Tt-xas i.-s entitled to 
the distinction of being called an Km])ire 
Sute.

By a decision just given by the New- 
Jersey Court of Errors and Appeals, the 
highest in the State, a blow has been 
struck at the entiro system of trust incor- 
poration in that State. The ruling in ef- 
fect f jrbids absolutely the watering of 
stock, and even the tyro in financial af- 
fdirs will realiz - how serioUS a drawback 
this will be to the manipulators of indus- 
trial securities. No more important or 
sweeping dtcision haa been made in 
years. 

Of startling interest is the status of 
the United States steel corporation, tbe 
gigantic billiondollar syndicate headed 
by J. r. Morgan Co , which bought 
out Andrew Carnegie and consolidated 
■even other companies, forming a trust 
which absolutely controls the steel and 
iron business of the United States, 
threatening even the ez!stenee of sim- 
ilar concerns abroad. 

It is impossible to say, until the whole 
situation has been gone into carefully by 
skilled lawyers, and litially brought be- 
fore the courts, whether the decision will 
not mean the collapse of the great steel 
bubble. An eminent authority said: 

"It will require special study to deter- 
mine how far this decision applies to the 
Morgan syndicate. But, at least there 
is enough in it to add a few gray hairs to 
some of the Wall street manipulators." 

Tlie case which may be a precedent 
of such sweeping efbct is the suit of 
minority stockholders in the American 
Smelting Company, who sought an in- 
junction to restrain their directors from 
purchasing the plants of M. Guggen- 
heim's Sons, alleging that tbe purchase 
was to be made with stock which was 
from :',0 to 40 per cent, water, and that 
tbe property purchased was not worth 
more than one-third of tbe value placed 
upon it by tbe Smelting Company's 
directors. 

In spite of the intricate technical na- 
tura of the case, its bearing becomes ob- 
vious with a little explanation. When 

the directors of a corporation, or of sev- 
eral corporations, decide to consolidate 
several oonoems, tbe usual course is to 
firm a new company and issue an 
amount of stock sufficient to cover the 
estimated value of all the concerns, with 
the addition of as many millions as the 
promoters feel they are entitled to. By 
having previously (juietly obtained a 
voting majority of tbe stock in these 
BU^ sidiary corporations, they ara enabled 
to have the deal authoii/.'Hl, and minority 
stockholders have no voice tbe mat- \ 
ter. The capitalists decide how much oi | 
the new stock shall be paid to holders i f , 
stock in tbe smaller companies, and the j 
balance is held in tbe treasury or divided 
profits on the consolidation. | 
No proof is needed that the stock cf i 
these great corporations c insists of water 
to an extent varying from 10 to 30 per 
cent. It is merely necessary to mention 
that the United States Steel Corporation 
stock is selling on the curb at 40 to SO.

'I'tie stone is not 
only ijuarrled, hut is eut there into all kinds of 
shHiK'."., In whieh form it is shipped to all parti of 
the I'nited States.

These 
saws are bands of steel 18 feet long and about 
G Inches In width. 

"About JO saws are worn out <ach day, and 
when they are tixed up to stone pos's tliey meke 
the finest and most indestructible fenose 1 ever 
saw. It would he out ol tbe question to put up 
sueh fences as an original investment, hnt it is 
found to be much cheaper to use the womont saws 
for fence rails than to ship tbeas baek to the stsel 
mills."--Washlngton Star.
